This  witness'  nationality  is  Japanese. 
He  is  at  present  in  custody  et  SugairK) 
Prison,  Tokyo,  Japan. 

Vios  one  time  chief  of  Staff  of  the 
Kvvantung  Army  (at  which  time  Itagakl 
was  Assistant  Chief  of  Staff)  later 
Comii^nder-in-Chief  of  the  China  Ex- 
pedionary  i.rmy  (at  which  time  Itagaki 
was  Chief  of  General  Staff  of  the  same 
army) . 


The  facts  concerning  which  this  witness  can  give 

testimony  arc-;  ^  . 

(1)  That  the  Ido''!  of  establishing  e  nev/  State  in 
Manchuria  was  to  create  in  that  region  an  entirely 
new  State  realizing  all  the  Ideals  and  wishes  of 
Japanese  and  persons  of  all  nationalities  living 
therein,  rnd  to  establish  a  defense  line  against 
Soviet  invasion. 

(2)  That  the  Kwantung  Army  was  under  strict  limitat¬ 
ion  concerning  guidance  of  the  new  uovernment  in  Man¬ 
churia  and  that  after  Guner-ls  Mlnamd  end  Itagaki 
arrived  in  Manchuria  there  was  improvement  of  the 
cooperative  attitude  of  Mrnchukuo. 

(3)  The  chief  aims  oi  the  Kwantung  Army  towards 
Northern  China  after  the-  Tan-Ku  Armistice  agreem.cnt, 
was  to  preserve  pence  in  the  areas  around  Mrnchukuo 

so  that  no  anti-Japanese-  disturbances  then  prevailing  . 
in  China  would  aflect  the  Mrnchurian  Administration. 

(4)  That  the  Kv/^^ntung  erny  did  not  welcome  the  in¬ 
vasion  of  Chinese  armies  into  Chrhar  District,  os 
that  would  infringe  the  spirit  of  the  Tan-Ku  agree¬ 
ment,  but  that  at  the  same  time  it  did  not  support 
the  independent  movements  of  Mongolians  in  inner 
Mongolia. 

(5)  That  the  Incidents  which  happened  around  outer 
Mongolia  and  near  the  Maritime  District  were  due  to 
aggressive  policies  of  Soviet  Russia  towards  kprichurln 
and  Koioa 


(6)  Thrt  in  respect  to  the  n»llitpry  activities  in 
China  no  aggressive  policy  or  plan  was  <.ntortrined 
and  their  purpose  was  to  obtain  speedy  settlenc-nt 
of  disturbances  then  extant  and  bring  peace  and 
prosperity  between  China  end  Japan, 


C7)  That  the  Lovernicent  under  Virng-Chin-V.ei  was 
not  a  puppet  Government, 

The  relevancy  of  the  testimony  which  this  witness 
will  give  is  that  evidence  adduced  by  the  prosecut*- 
lon  tends  to  establish  that  all  of  afores*‘id  in¬ 
cidents  and  matters  were  part  of  a  plan  of  Japan 
to  wage  aggressive  warfare  against  Chine  end  So¬ 
viet  ikUssia  and  the  accused  proposes  to  refute 
such  prvTsecution  evidence  by  the  testimony  of 
this  witness  to  the  contrary, 

WHERLP'OhE,  your  petitioner  prays  that  rpprcprl®te 
order  be  entered  herein  for  the  issuance  of  process  of 
this  Tribunal  ad  testificandum  for  the  production  of  each 
of  the  witnesses  at  this  trial. 

The  precise  date  upon  v/hlch  such  witnesses  test¬ 
imony  will  be  given  is  not  known  to  this  petitioner  but 
he  states  thrt  their  presence  for  the  purposes  of  int¬ 
erview  end  consultation  is  current.
